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Response to Amendment 

1. This communication is responsive to amendment filed on April 5, 2005. Claims 
1 - 13 are cancelled. Claims 14, 15 and 16 are amended. Claims 17 - 20 are newly 
added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chu 
et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,263,367 (referred to hereafter as Chu). 

As to claim 14, Chu teaches the method of claim 17, wherein the refresh interval 
is calculated based at least in part upon a the number of clients registered with the 
server (see col. 7 lines 27 - 61). 

As to claim 15, Chu teaches the method of claim 17, wherein the refresh interval 
is calculated based at least in part upon the registration information from the client (see 
col. 10 lines 26-64). 

As to claim 16, Chu teaches the method of claim 17 wherein the registration 
information includes the class of the client and the calculation of the refresh interval is 
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based at least in part upon the class and the calculation is established for every client in 
that class (see col. 7 lines 27 - 61 ). 

As to claim 17, Chu teaches a method for implementing adaptive notification to a 
client in client- server system, wherein asynchronous notifications are sent from a 
server to a client in a data communication system and based on a refresh interval for 
that client, the method comprising the steps of: 

the client sending registration information to the server; the server setting a 
refresh interval for the client (see col. 10 lines 26 - 64). 

the server sending the refresh interval to the client and the client storing the sent 
refresh interval(see col. 10 lines 26 - 64); 

the client polling the server for new information -at time intervals based on the 
refresh interval stored at the client(see col. 10 lines 26 - 64).; and 

the server transmitting a notification including such new information over the data 
communication system to the client in response to said polling(see col. 10 lines 26 - 
64). 

As to claim 18, Chu teaches the method of claim 17 wherein said notification in 
response to the client polling includes an updated refresh interval and said client 
changing the stored refresh interval to the updated refresh interval ( see col. 2 lines 45 - 
60). 

As to claim 19, Chu teaches the method of claim 15 wherein the registration 
information includes the speed of the data link in the data communications network 
between the server and the client (see col. 7 lines 27 - 61 ). 
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As to claim 20, Chu teaches the method of claim 15 wherein the registration 
information includes the communications processing power of the client (see col. 6, lines 
54 - 67).
